CHICAGO MUNICIPALERS

Chicago, July 27,— The Chicago City 
Railway company has filed a bill in 
the United States circuit court for an 
injunction to restrain the city of Chi­ 
cago from interiering with any of the 
company's lines. 
The municipal ownership ordinance 
passed by the city council last March 
is attacked as being unconstitutional, 
and the court is asked to grant relief 
from any prejudicial act of the city. 
The court is informed in the bill 
that the city railway now has p osses­ 
sion and control of 119 lines within the 
corporate bounds of the city on which 
the franchises run until 1958.

Peace A gents Will Lose No Time Get­ 


ting Down to Business. 


W ashington, 
July 
27. — W hether 
there is to be peace in th© far East 
or a continuance of the war will be j 
practically decided at the first bust- j 
n ess m eeting of the W ashington con ­ 
ference, which will convene at the ! 
navy-yard, Portsmouth, N. H.. about 
Aug, 5. 
Baron Komura will on that i 
occasion com m unicate to M. W itte the j 
essen tials of Japan’s peace term s for 
further negotiations. 
This, it is d e­ 
clared, will not be done in a spirit of 
defiance— indeed, there are many evi­ 
dences in the possession of the neutral 
governm ents that Japan is coming to 
the W ashington conference not 
im ­ 
bued with a desire to humiliate Rus­ 
sia, but only to exact terms which will 
insure a lasting peace in the far East, 
I aud which will In a measure com pen­ 
sate Japan for the financial losses in 
the present conflict. 
Throughout the preliminary negotia­ 
tions, however, Japan has 
made it 
clear at W ashington that she wished 
to avoid unnecessary tedious negotia­ 
tions. 
"W e are not going to the con­ 
ference to write into the law of na­ 
tions a new* chapter," said a high Jap­ 
a n e se official recently.

the

will adopt the program of at once lay­
